FIRST DAY. 

Shelbyville, Tenn., Oct. 17, 1883. 

The Seventieth Session of the Tennessee Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, assembled in the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian church in Shelbyville, Tenn , at 9 o’clock a m. Oct. 17, 1883, 
Bishop G. F. Pierce presiding. The Bishop conducted the opening de- 
votional service by reading from the ninth chapter of Luke, singing a 
part of hymn 904, and prayer; after which the Bishop asked the Secre- 
tary of the last Conference to call the roll, whereupon 142 members an- 
swered to their names, as follows: E. J. Allen, L. R. Amis, G. W. Ander- 
son, J. B. Anderson, N. A. Anthony, J. D. Barbee, J. W. Bell, J. T. Black- 
wood, J. 0.

To the Bishop and Members of the Tennessee Conference, in session at Shelby ville, Tenn., 

Oct. 19, 1883. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to submit the following re- 
port, to which is appended a tabulated statement showing the work by districts, 

with a concise recapitulation for easy reference : • n 

The incalculable power of the press for good or evil is a fact recognized by all 
thinking men. The philanthropist is startled when he considers how the press is 
being made an engine for evil. The publishers of light and poisonous li^rature 
are scattering throughout the entire laud their banelul publications, p thus be- 
comes necessary, if we wish to save our children and the Church from its contam- 
inating and corrupting influence, that we supply them with morally healthful 
mental pabulum. And while our editors and publishers are furnishing such food 
as will aid in developing a proper literary taste and in promoting moral cultui e, it is 

our duty to use the utmost diligence in securing its circulation. . r t, t 

The Publishing House at Nashville, under the able management ot Pr. J. B. 
McFerrin and the efficient Book Committee, has wrought not only a niarvelous 
financial achievement, but a great work for good in our Connection and foi the 
world. Let this grand enterprise have proper recognition at the hands ol the 
Church by having its millions of pages distributed and cash returns made for the 
same as rapidly as they are issued from its busy presses. t> t?-* 

The Christian Advocate, under the splendid editorial conduct of Dr. O. P. Fitz- 
gerald, is speedily moving forward to that high position as a religious weekly' to 
w'hich its great worth entitles it. The mentber of the Church who fails to read it 
is deprived of a literary feast and a spiritual blessing. • 

The Advocate of Missions, edited by Drs. Young, Kelley, and Morton, and the 
Woman’s Missionary Advocate, edited by Mrs. F. A. Butler, are live, sprightly pa- 
pers, and are accomplishing great good in the cause of missions. They merit and 
should have a more general circulation. 

The Sunday-school Committee will permit us to express our laudations of the 
Sunday-school periodicals, edited by Drs. Cunnyngham and Lyons. Their attract- 
ive, entertaining, and instructive quarterlies, monthlies, and weeklies, suited not 
only to those of maturer minds, but adapted as well to the wants and tastes of our 
children, ought to be especially in every Southern Methodist Sunday-school and 
family. 

The Quarterly Review, edited by the Rev. Dr. J. W. Hinton, at Macon, Ga., is a 
periodical of great value to the Church. In cheapness, typographical appearance, 
and literary worth, it compares favorably with any similar publication in the land. 
No preacher, who desires to be posted in the literary, scientific, and theological dis- 
cussions of the day, can afford to be without it. Its “ Library Table,” “ Views and 
Reviews,” are great aids to the young preacher wishing advice of the experienced 
scholar concerning books which he may or may not read. A publication of its 
high rank ought to be sustained by a cultivated and progressive Church. 

While we have not accomplished as much as we ought, yet it is with pleasure 
we note progress made by this Conference during the past year. The reports lor 
this year exhibit an increase over last, in books sold, of more than 50 per cent. ; in 
* Advocates taken, about 12 per cent.; in other Church papers, 100 per cent. ; in pe- 
riodicals, 75 per cent. This is encouraging, yet we are far below the point of duty. 
The number of Advocates taken in the bounds of our Conference is about thirty- 
two hundred. This number, if trebled, would perhaps place one copy in every 
family of five persons in our Connection. This is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished, and with an earnest effort may be accomplished. With ten thousand copies 
of the Advocate distributed within our bounds, and a corresponding number of the 
Missionary Advocates, the Sunday-school publications properly circulated, the Re- 
vieio in the hands of our preachers, our people would be informed in reference to all 
the wants and achievements of the Church. Every interest would receive new and 
increased impetus, our collections would be largely increased and easily secured, 
and the general efficiency of the Church greatly promoted. But it is unnecessary 
to submit reports embodying lengthy arguments to convince an intelligent minis- 
try and well-informed Church ot the truth of these statements. And by readily 
admitting them, we stultify and condemn ourselves if we do not use the means in 
our power for suppressing the evil and promoting the good. May an energetic 
forward movement along the entire line, in the circulation of our p^ers and the 
sales of our books, be the harbinger of the grandest triumphs of the ^urch in the 
approaching centennial year.

BIBLE CAUSE. 



The Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to submit their report. Our report 
must be of a general character. We have received but few specific reports, and in 
the absence of statistics we are not prepared to approximate. But we do most 
heartily appreciate the necessity of the universal circulation of the Word of God. 
We are assured of its potency in giving light to the world, and that it alone^con- 
tains the will of God concerning men. And in so far as we are able to gather in- 
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formation, we learn with gratitude that this Book of books has a well-nigh uni- 
versal circulation in the bounds of our Annual Conference. 

We recognize the efl5ciency of the American Bible Society in distributing the 
Word of God in destitute places. We also acknowledge with pleasure the zeal, 
energy, and activity of the Rev. George H. Savage as the agent of this grand en- 
terprise. We find in many of our counties Bible depositories, and from these cen- 
ters colporteurs are employed to canvass the counties and supply destitute families 
with the Word of God. But we feel that more attention should be given to this 
great cause, and that our brethren should see to it that this great work does not 
suffer for want of their influence ; and we regret that so little attention is given 
to this matter in our annual reports. In view of the above, we submit the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved, That we acknowledge the American Bible Society as a grand factor 
in the evangelization of the world, and that we fully appreciate its efficiency in our 
own land. 

^‘Resolved, That we are in sympathy and will cooperate with Dr. Savage in his 
work of distribution by recommending this cause to our people, and encourage 
them to contribute to this enterprise. 

‘‘Resolved, That we will give more attention to this whole matter hereafter, and 
that we will present to the Committee on the Bible Cause an itemized account of 
whatever is done for this cause from our respective charges at our Annual Confer- 
ences.”

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Your committee are sorry to report a decrease in many Sunday-school items. 
While this can partly be accounted for by the careless and uncertain way in which 
many reports are made up, yet there is a wrong somewhere,’ some districts have 
increased in many respects, and other districts, equally as comfortably and con- 
veniently situated, have fallen off. Your committee find some charges without 
schools, and some with union schools. Certainly no church or charge can be long, 
if at all, in a good spiritual and financial condition when Sunday-schools and the 
salvation of the children are neglected. Union schools are not as satisfactory as 
our own schools, and do not lead to that manner of education among our children 
and young people most desired by the Church, and so necessary to its growth and 
prosperity. 

In many of the reports handed in it appears that no literature at all is taken, 
and very especially so for the little ones of the schools. It is true, as said by our 
Sunday-school Editor, Brother W. G. E. Cunnyngham, “that no Sunday-school 
can or will prosper without lesson helps, etc.” Nor do we think any Sunday- 
school can grow and thrive where the little children are neglected, and the Sunday- 
school made to them a mere task-master, or place of confinement. They should 
have some of our bright literature and Sunday-school cards. 

Your committee would urge that more time and money be spent for our Sunday- 
schools and children. The Church will be more prosperous in every way if it 
draws its membership more from the Sunday-schools than to depend on transplant- 
ing old timber, which requires time and attention to make it live in the Church. 
If we can get all of the children into the Sunday-school, and thence into the Church, 
sinners will soon be an exception to the general rule. 

Your committee find that some of the pastors have made their reports in a care- 
less and uncertain manner, using such expressions as “ Don’t know,” “ Can’t tell,” 
“Not many,” “Rained out,” etc. Such reports are not only unsatisfactory, but 
worthless, and account for the decrease shown this year. We beg preachers to use 
only facts and figures, which can always be obtained with proper zeal and dili- 
gence. 

Your committee would most respectfully submit the following resolutions : 

“Resolved, That we highly approve of the quality and character of our Sunday- 
school literature, and that we are satisfied it is as cheap as any publication of simi- 
lar quality published by any other denomination. 

“Resolved, That we congratulate the Sunday-schools and the Church upo^n the 
election of the Rev. J. A. Lyons as Assistant Sunday-school Editur, and that we 
feel that his election will not only relieve and aid our excellent and worthy Editor, 
W. G. E. Cunnyngham, but will also prove a blessing to the Church and Sunday- 
school. 

“Resolved, That the preachers of each pastoral charge be requested and urged 
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to report to the presiding elders at each Quarterly Conference the kind of literature 
being used in their various Sunday-schools, and that Quarterly Conferences be re- 
quested to in no way lend either aid or countenance to the use of any literature but 
that published for our Sunday-schools by the M. E.’ Churchy South. ^ 

^‘Resolved, That the Publishing House be requested to print and furnish to the 
presiding elders properly ruled and printed blanks/ like the ones prepared and 
used in this report, or some other like suitable form, and that the presiding elders 
be requested to transcribe on to said blanks the reports from the preachers in charge 
of work in their respective districts, and that they add thereto any facts or re- 
marks they may deem proper, and return the same, with the reports of the preach- 
ers, to the Sunday-school Board at each succeeding Conference. 

Resolved, That the Book Agent be requested to so change the blanks now used 
by the preacher^ in charge as to make them conform to the grades and names ot 
our Sunday-school literature. 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse and recommend to our preachers, superin- 
tendents, officers, and teachers of Sunday-schools, the excellent and practical 
book, ‘The Sunday School and its Methods,’ by the Rev. J. A. Lyons.”

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Conference \vhich met at Franklin, Tenn., October, 1882, appointed a Com- 
mittee on Church Extension, and on the 19th day of October said committee reported 
a Constitution, which was adopted by the Conference. The Conference also elected 
a Board of Church Extension, which was organized by the election of the proper 
officers. 

The Parent Board, located at Louisville, assessed this Conference for the years 
1882 and 1883 the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars, and this Board ap- 
portioned that amount to the respective districts. One year has passed since then, 
and for information as to what has been collected, you are respectfully referred to 
the report of the Treasurer, B. W. Macrea, herewith submitted, which gives the 
amounts collected in each charge and circuit during the year. 

The Board has appropriated during the year four hundred dollars to complete 
and open for worship a new church-building at Guthrie, or State Line, in the Clarks- 
ville District. This sum will secure to us a church worth twelve hundred and fifty 
dollars, free from all debts and liabilities, with the title in the Alethodist Episcopal 
Church, South. This church is located at a point of great importance, and where 
we have no church-building, and the people are unable to build without aid from 
the Board. 

We have also appropriated one hundred and fifty dollars to aid in building a new 
church on Fernvale Circuit, in the bounds of Franklin District. This enterprise 
was strongly recommended by the District Conference of said district, as well as by 
parties who appeared before the Board. 

We have also appropriated one hundred and fifty dollars to aid in the erection of 
a new church-building at Byrdstown, in Pickett county, Gallatin District. The 
Board were persuaded that this was a very important point, it being a new and 
growing town, and without any church-building. 

Other applications for aid have been made to the Board, but no definite action 
1ms been taken in regard to them, inasmuch as further information was desired, and 
the amount of money in the treasury being small. 

It is a matter of regret that the collections have come so far short of the amount 
assessed. Presiding elders are earnestly requested to see that the Board of District 
Stewards apportion the amounts assessed to the several districts to the several 
charges, and that the preachers take up collections in all the appointments on 
which assessments are made. Each preacher, under the law of the Church, is the 
agent of the Church for the collection of this fund just us much as he is the agent 
for the collection of Conference Funds, missionary money, or Bishops^ Fund. It is 
further urged that when collections have been made by the preachers the money be 
sent to B, W. Macrae, Treasurer of the Board, Clarksville, Tenn., who will give the 
proper receipt. °

TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of Temperance, beg leave to 
make the following report: 

The Word of the Lord gives the solemn warning : ‘‘ Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging;” Woe unto him that putteth the bottle to his neighbor;” and “No 
drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of heaven.” In the General Rules of our Book 
of Discipline “drunkenness, or drinking intoxicating liquors except in cases of ne- 
cessity,” is expressly forbidden. To this our late General Conference added the fol- 
lowing much-needed clause : “ Let all of our preachers and members abstain from the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors, to be used as a beverage; and if any 
shall engage in such manufacture and sale, let the discipline be administered as in 
case of imprudent or improper conduct.” 

The State Legislature, in harmony with the good and wholesome teachings of the 
Bible and our Book of Discipline on the subject, in their wisdom gave us a few years 
ago the famous “Four-mile Law’,” looking to the restriction of this monster evil; 
and many of our State’s attorneys and judges are exciting our strong admiration by 
doing all in their power for the enforcement of this very excellent law. 

And now, since w’e have hitherto in Conference assemblies given repeated ex- 
pression upon this subject, until our mind and position must be widely knowui : 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it remains only to express ourselves as in full sympathy w’ith the 
advanced legislation of both Church and State, and that w’e exhort our pastors and 
official members to continue to magnify the cause of Temperance among our people 
by their sermons, their precepts, their example, and by the strict enforcement of 
the law of the Church on the subject. W. D. Cherry, Chairman.

EDUCATION. 

The subject is the training of our children for the duties of life. Methodists gen- 
erally appreciate this great responsibility. Education does not consist in the bare 
acquaintance with those branches of knowledge that are actually needed in practical 
life. It includes all these, of course ; but it embraces vastly more. It is cultivation 
with a view to develop the intellectual powers to their fullest capacity. By edu- 
cation a healthy growth of the mind is promoted, and the whole intellect is so 
strengthened that the man can look out upon the social, civil, and political world and 
hear and understand the voice of wisdom on the great issues that arise. 

Education is becoming more and more thorough, as men are obtaining proficiency 
in the art of teaching. Not only are we developing the sciences, as never before — 
not only are we plunging the depths of philosophy and philology— but we have dis- 
covered the means of imparting them most effectually and most speedily to our 
children. Our teachers now use very superior methods in both the primary and the 
advanced course, and these admirable methods render the-, present generation much 
more highly favored than the preceding. 
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We think we can safely say that our own Methodist schools are fully equal to 
any other, and we see no reason why our children should not be sent to our own 
schools. But it not unfrequently happens that our people choose other schools, and 
now and then we find some who stray into those of the Romish Church. We do not 
hesitate to affirm that not only our own, but Protestant schools generally, are supe- 
rior to any Romish institutions. Our people should be informed on this subject, for 
the peril is indeed very great. Few Protestant boys or girls come out of Romish 
schools untainted with their false doctrines. The impression is on the mind of many 
intelligent Protestants that sons, and especially daughters, are better cared for and 
more thoroughly taught in these schools than in our own. It is a gravn and dan- 
gerous error, which we should labor to correct. 

Nashville College for Youvg Ladies is located at Nashville, and under the charge 
of Rev. Geo. W. F. Price, D.D. This institution is in a very prosperous condition, 
and its accomplished president has sent us an elegantly written report giving us 
many interesting items, and requesting us to give his institution a place in our re- 
port. This we gladly do, and welcome her among her fair sisters, and bespeak for 
her benedictions innumerable. The president says : “ The College has its own Board 
of Trust, which is self-perpetuating, yet it can only fill vacancies in its ranks 
with persons whose names have been submitted to and approved by the Trustees of 
Vanderbilt University. This provision guarantees the proper relations of this 
College to the Church, and binds it perpetually to the interests of Methodism.” 
He continues: “The current year opened September 3d, and we now enroll one 
hundred and seventy-five pupils, sixty-five of whom are boarders. Our organiza- 
tion is complete, thorough, and efficient in every department. Our building is con- 
sidered the most complete, convenient, and comfortable college structure in the city, 
and perhaps not excelled by many in the country.” Of the sixteen officers in this 
institution, fourteen are Methodists. The boarders are formed into a Sunday-school, 
and use our Methodist literature. A missionary society is organized among the 
boarders, and is actively at work. 

One great advantage of this institution is its connection with Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity. “By official action of Vanderbilt Board of Trust this institution enjoys the 
exclusive privilege of sending its pupils to the lecture-rooms of the University, and 
to the cabinets, museums, and library of the same, without fees or cost to the matric- 
ulates of the Nashville College for Young Ladies.” 

We take great pleasure in recommending this institution to the members of our 
Church. 

Martin Female College, located at Pulaski, is under the charge of Prof. W. R. 
Jones, an efficient teacher and an energetic worker. 

The report from the chairman of the Board of Trustees says : “ Our institution was 
by the wdll of its founder recommended to the fostering care of the Tennessee Con- 
ference, and in accordance with its provisions we desire that it shall be duly remem- 
bered in your deliberations and in your prayers.” 

The last scholastic year was its most successful one, and it is at present in a con- 
dition of remarkable prosperity. The organization is complete. The president is 
himself a most efficient and thorough teacher, and he is assisted by a corps ot ac- 
complished and'* competent teachers in literary, music, and art departments. The 
boarding department is under the supervision of Mrs. Jones, who is admirably 
qualified for this important trust. The rooms are large and well furnished, and 
the table is abundantly supplied with wholesome food. 

The report says : “ Extensive improvements are being made to the already large, 
substantial, and commodious buildings, and the grounds are becoming more and 
more attractive with each recurring season. The Faculty is full, and composed of 
select teachers in each department. The health of the pupils has always been 
good. The location and surroundings of the buildings are all that could be desired. 
The buildings and grounds are valued at $30,000. The College in addition has a 
permanent eudowineut fund of $30,000, yielding an annual income of $2,400. It 
is the primary object and purpose of the Faculty and Board of Trust to furnish a 
complete and thorough training — physical, mental, and religious to every pupil, 
and to throw around them home influences as much as possible.” 

The chairman of the Board of Education attended the examination of the pupils 
of this institution last'summer, and he found it unusually thorough and perfectly 
satisfactory. Classes in all branches did well. 

This school is in every way worthy of the patronage of our people, and we take 
great pleasure in recommending it. r -rir -d i t nr 

Culleoka Institute, situated in Culleoka, is under the charge of W. R. and J. M. 
Webb. This institution for boys maintains its high reputation. These teachers are 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit of Christianity; they are men of sound scholar- 
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ship, understnnd the art of teaching, are wonderfully endoAved with the genius of 
discipline. This year they have three assistants. They have alieady enrolled 
one hundred and sixty pupils, and this promises to be a year of great prosperity. 
These gentlemen are competent and patient teachers, care.fully and mithtully 
training the mind for the duties of life. We know them, and we think fully 
comprehend the proper aim of an education. Therefore the primary branches and 
the ordinary English branches are by no means neglected, but the foundation tor 
an education is as carefully laid as though it were chiefly a primary school. Ihe 
classical languages are taught according to approved methods, and AVith eminent 
success. SSbese classical languages constitute a noble implement for culture, and in 
the hands of these gentlemen they are made to do their best service. The remains 
of these noble tongues are so taught that young men can appreciate their beauties. 
Then, too, the various branches of mathematics are carefully taught, and are made 
to do a full quota of service in the culture of their pupils. 

The discipline of this school is admirable. The presence of one hundred and 
sixty boys in that small village Avould hardly be suspected by a stranger. Parents 

need never fear to trust their boys in this school. ^ 

The religious influences at work in this institution are very remarkable. The 
principals teach the Scriptures on the Sabbath, and the pupils are required to at- 
tend church. Besides this, the young men have a regular prayer-meeting, well 
attended, in w'hich one of their number leads, and many of them pray. They have 
also a Young Men’s Christian Association, and much good has been accomplished 
by it. We know of no school Avhere so profound a religious influence pervades a 
school. A full curriculum, thorough training, admirable discipline, and this per- 
vading religious influence, constitute the traits that have gained for this institution 
its wonderful success. 

With pleasure and the utmost confidence do we commend this school to our people. 

8quU Female College, at Murfreesboro, is under the charge of Rev. John R. 
Thompson, an experienced and able educator. The organization of this school is 
complete in all departments. There are about eighty pupils in attendance. The 
report says : “ The teachers are Avorthy and Avell qualified not only in a literary sense 
but are all members of the Church and truly exemplary.” 

The school is Av^ell equipped, and prepared to do good AV'ork, and Ave commend it to 
the patronage of our people. 

Tennessee Female College, located at Franklin, is under the charge of Mrs. M. 
E. Clark. The report says: “We have a faculty of ten teachers, an enrollment of 
one hundred and thirty-tAvo pupils. Music teachers, three — full time occupied ; 
pupils in music, sixty-seven ; in art, tAventy-tAvo ; French, German, and Latin classes 
large, and doing good work. The health of our boarders is excellent. Our school is 
in a more prosperous condition than at any time in a history of tAventy-six years. 
Our aim is to educate young ladies mentally, morally, and physically; to send 
them forth into the Avorld noble women.” 

This is an excellent report, and shows this school in a very prosperous condition. 
Ten noble women devoting themselves earnestly to the education of the rising gen- 
eration is indeed a noble sight, and they challenge our admiration. We bid them • 
Godspeed, and assure them of our best Avishes. • 

Bedford College, located at Bellbuckle, is under the charge of Rev. A. T. CraAv- 
ford. The present is its fourteenth year, and it has already matriculated one hun- 
dred and thirty-six pupils. The building is large enough, and is well arranged. 
The faculty consists of live competent, carefully selected teachers. The president 
of this institution is a teacher of tried experience. 

We heartily commend Bedford College to our people, 

Vanderbilt University, with its beautiful grounds, its magnificent buildings, its 
ample supply of apparatus and appliances, Avith its departments all equipped with 
men of superior abilities, offers all that could be desired for a university education. 
The unequaled advantages offered by Vanderbilt University are so well knoAvn that 
we need not dAA^ell longer upon them. 

This exhibit of our schools, though incomplete, is yet very creditable. Five 
reports give numbers of pupils, and make the sum of six hundred and ninety-two, 
though we knoAV there are many more in the bounds of the Conference. 

In view of the above facts, Ave beg leave to offer the folloAving resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That, in consideration of the superior excellence of our schools, we 
can safely and conscientiously induce our people to patronize them in preference to 
other schools, and that it is our duty so to do. 

2. Resolved, That Ave warmly approve the educational feature of the Centenary 
movement, and that we Avill do Avhat Ave can to forward it.

MEMOIR. 

Rrv. Stith H. Andrews departed this life, Sept. 22, 1883, at the residence of a 
friend in Hickman county, Tenn. 

His brethren, who knew him well, loved him, and followed him to his burial, 
speak of his many virtues, that he was a man without guile and devoted to his 
work. On the day of his death he was twenty-nine years eleven months and 
eighteen days old. He appeared to be older, for the reason that he was never a boy 
in habits or thoughts, and it is said that back to his childhood he never enjoyed 
a release of one day from disease. In weakness and weariness and faintness he 
was always ready at the call of his Master to go and to do. He was reared in Will- 
iamson county, and for one term was a diligent student of Vanderbilt University. 
His first ministerial work was in a Western Conference, where he was employed 
as a supply on a large and poor circuit. Not being able either to buy or borrow a 
horse, he met every appointment — some of them ten and fifteen miles apart — on foot. 
His brethren know but little of his early life. It is said that when quite a youth, 
such was his desire for knowledge, he would go out into a field at night and fire 
a stump so that he might undisturbed sit by it and read. He joined the Tennessee 
Annual Conference on trial in the autumn of 1874. He was an itinerant preacher 
in its broadest sense; he held back nothing from his Lord ; he held no title to any 
thing in this world ; he had no home, and wanted none but heaven. He never had 
an appointment that paid him as much as one hundred dollars, and yet he and his 
beloved wife were not cast down, but always happy, contented, and in labors abun- 
dant. The absence of money did not jeopardize his honor, for he was faithful and 
honest in all his dealings. His brethren speak of his consecration and his know'l- 
edge of the Scriptures. An ardent admirer affirms “that he was better posted in 
theology than any man he ever saw of his age and opportunities.” While he read 
many books, he was a man emphatically of one book. His preaching was strong, 
exegetical, and Methodistic. When any one made reference to his hard work and 
small pay, he would answer, “ I walk by faith, not by sight.” His last work was 
the La Fayette Circuit. He only desisted from labor when extreme feebleness of body 
forbade any exertion. In his last illness, when his feet were on the margin of the 
river, he spoke with his latest breath: “0 Jesus! thou knowest that I love thee! ” 
Truly this man who has fallen was a valiant man in Israel.
